Almost 3 in 4 Americans 
with HIV don’t have their 
infection under control 
with medications, rais- 
ing their risk of poor

Winter 
parking 
ruies on 
the way

Snow or no snow, Chicago’s winter parking 
rules are about to take effect. 

Overnight winter parking regulations kick 
in at 3 a.m. Thursday, with violators subject to 
fines and towing fees. 

The city bans parking in certain areas to 
make snow removal easier when necessary 
and relieve traffic congestion after major 
snowfalls, a strategy implemented shortly af- 
ter the 1979 blizzard’s massive traffic snarls. 

In addition to restrictions on overnight 
parking, motorists also face snowfall-based 
restrictions. 

Parking is prohibited on about 107 miles of 
city roadways from 3-7 a.m. every day, regard- 
less of whether there is snow on the ground. 
The ban runs Dec. i-April i. 

Motorists face a $150 minimum towing fee., 
a $60 ticket and at least a $10 per day stor- 
age fee that increases the longer the car is im- 
pounded.

Michael Pastor, in a statement delivered be- 
fore sentencing Murray for involuntary man- 
slaughter, said he felt a significant responsibil- 
ity to determine the appropriate sentence, 
utilizing his “sense of fairness and decency” 
“There are those who feel Dr. Murray is a 
saint,” Pastor said. “There are those who feel 
Dr. Murray is the devil. He’s neither. He’s 
a human being. He stands convicted of the 
death of another human being.” 

Automatic credit for good behavior low- 
ers the actual time served to two years, which 
puts his projected release date in late 2013, 
Los Angeles County Sheriff’s spokesman 
Steve Whitmore said.

Bloggers 
breathlessly dissected early singles “H.A.M.” and “Otis”; a freaking New York planetarium 
housed the record’s listening party; and the album’s stunningly un-lcaked release brought 
music fans together, at least onlwitter, for a day of collective listening. 


So it’s expected that the megastar rappers’ joint 
tour (which stops Wednesday and Thursday at the 
United Center) has been selling out arenas, drawing 
celebrity fans from Y>ung Jeezy to Txonardo Di- 
Cap rio and generating enthusiastic rewiews.

their wealth and success. “Watch the Throne” has 
drawn criticism for its depictions of luxury during an 
economic recession, but reviews of the album gen- 
erally have been positive, and sales have exceeded 


I million copies. Its viral hit single, “[Friends} in Paris,” 
currently is at the top of the Billboard R&B/Hip-Hop 
songs chart and at No. 17 on the Billboard Hot 100. 

Jay-Z and Kanye are big enough stars to do what 
they want and get away with it— even if what they 
want happens to be performing “[Friends] in Paris” 
seven times, as they did in Detroit last weekend. 
They can perform on giant glowi ng cubes, as they do 
on this tour, and not seem delusional. They can run 
through a set of 40 songs, as they will do Wednesday 
and Thursday night, and still leave out certain hits. 

So while early reviews of the show and strong ma- 
terial from the album promise something great at 
the United Center, there’s no doubt that whatever 
happens will be, at the very least, majorly eventful.

Should you cut back?

Most of us can see the health benefits of cut- 
ting back on alcohol consumption, especially 
for those who drink too much. 

Go from lo beers a day to five, or six glasses 
of wine to three, and there would be positive 
changes. 

But what about the person who is a moder- 
ate drinker? As defined by the USDA dietary 
guidelines (cnpp.usda.gov/dietaryguide- 
lines.htm), that’s two drinks a day for a man, 
one drink a day for a woman. (One drink is 
defined as 12 ounces of regular beer, 5 ounces 
of wine, or i 1/2 ounces of 80 proof spirits.) 
Would scaling back on moderate drinking be 
a good first step to better health? 

“I think no one has studied alcohol reduc- 
tion that carefully,” said Eric Rimm, an as- 
sociate professor of epidemiology and nutri- 
tion at the Harvard School of Public Health 
and an associate professor of medicine at the 
Channing Laboratory, Brigham and Wom- 
en’s Hospital and Harvard Medical School. 
“I think if you’re cutting back you won’t 
see much difference. You likely won’t see a 
change in weight.” 

Over the course of a year or two, there 
may be a 2- to 4-pound weight loss, he said. 
Lower consumption could alter a person’s 
metabolism and eating habits, so those could

“If you’re looking at it from both nutrition- 
al and physiological aspects of alcohol, from 
the weight side, there are 7 calories per gram 
{of alcohol},” said Robert Brewer, head of the 
alcohol program at the Centers for Disease 
Control in Atlanta. ‘A typical standard drink 
has about 14 grams in it, so it works out to 
98 calories or so. Some drinks are more be- 
cause of products in the drink. A typical beer 
might be around 140 calories, which would be 
similar to a 12-ounce can of soda. So there are 
calories involved, and there is no nutritional 
value.”

This is not an inquiry to be undertaken light- 
ly— particularly at this time of the year when 
the gantlet of parties, events and mixers that 
stretches from Thanksgiving into the new 
year is destined to put the fragrance profiles 
of near strangers beneath our noses. 

It’s a timely question for other reasons. 
According to the NPD Group, a market re- 
search firm, one-quarter of all annual sales in 
the prestige fragrance category take place the 
two weeks before Christmas. 

And consider that the men’s side of that 
fragrance business is growing faster than the 
women’s (12 percent compared with 9 per- 
cent, according to an NPD report on sales 
from January to October 2011). 

What do all of the top fragrances have in 
common? They all have scent profiles ground- 
ed in a combination of wood (including but 
not limited to forests full of cedar, sandal- 


wood, juniper, oak moss and musk wood) and 
spice (practically an entire rack full of Szech- 
wan pepper, ginger, bergamot, coriander and 
pink peppercorns). 

Pull the common elements from those 
bestsellers, says Mark David Boberick, man- 
aging editor for the online fragrance publi- 
cation the Perfume Magazine and a guy can 
start to get a whiff of what America’s ev- 
eryman most likely smells like. “Nowadays, 
it’s all about the aquatics mixed with the 
woods,” Boberick said. “Scents like Bulgari 


Acqua are a good example. It’s aquatic but 
has a woody base. And Bleu de Chanel is the 
same way” 

Another way to answer the question of 
what a man should smell like— at least when 
the goal is attracting a mate— is to determine 
what smells cause the greatest increase in 
sexual arousal. 

Which is exactly what Dr. Alan R. Hirsch 
and his colleagues at the Chicago-based Smell 
& Taste Treatment and Research Foundation 
endeavored to do back in the mid-1990s. Ac- 


cording to their widely reported findings, 
the odor that resulted in the highest level of 
arousal among females was the combination 
of Good & Plenty candy and cucumber. (Men, 
they found, responded best to a combination 
of lavender and pumpkin pie.) 

Hirsch’s rule of thumb? “if a guy is putting 
on the amount [of fragrance] he thinks he 
should be putting on, it’s probably too much.” 

In other words, no matter what a man 
should smell like, he shouldn’t smell like it too 
much.
